The admirers of Laurel Hill will naturally
foer when I oommence with the remark that
Greenwood Csmetery I8 in all probability the
most romantic and picturesque mortuary in the
world, Bloee the opening of Pere.la Ohaise, no
olher burial ground has united so many besu-
ties, though one or two, perhaps, may excel
Greemwood in a speclal excellence. Visitors
throng there from almost every quarter of the
world, and probably more from Philadelphia
than from any other cily. Perhaps they are
atiracted thither by the passion for contrasiing
It with Laurel Hill, greatly to the advautage of
the Iatter,

A carriage<drive along the appointed routes
of Greenwood s probably the best method of
getling the most out of it in the ehortest pos.
sible space of time. But he who would become
familiar with Its most besutiful dells and
romantie seclusions, must spend more thun one
day in search of them. A collection of the epl-
taphs there would Include couplets queerer than
any of those which boobons and secret-papers
contrin, and a list of the statnary sowme of the
most intellectual and elnborate works of the
best modern masters, A carringe-drive gives a
coup deeil of the 130,000 graves embosomed
within it. Only the paticot pedestrian can hope
to carry something of Greenwood with him
beyond the feeble recollection of having wik
nessed & landscupe-garden-graveyard on & very
extensive scale,

In the first place thersa are nearly thirty dif
ferert localities ol very great and speolal Inter
est, a proper examination of each of which
would consume almost as much time As the
average visitor gives to the whole cemetery
Theee are the Arbor Water and the Receiving
Tombs; the marble bust of 8, L, Gritlin, in Bay-
slde avenue; the bronze statue of Do Wits Clin-
ton, Bayside dell; James Gordon Benn:it's
pection, on Battle avenue; Pllot's Monument,
on Battle Hill; the Canda Monument; the bronze
statue of Packer, Meadow Hill; Soldiers'lot,
Linden avenue; the bas-relief on the monument
in A, M.{Cozzeus’ lot, Vine Hill; Ocean Hill; the
chapel and tomb of Stephen Whitney; A. 8.
Beribner's marble temple and siatue, Oypress
avenue; the marble statue of Captain Correga,
Vista avenue; the exquisite scemery ot
Chapei Hill; Dale Water and its surroundings?
the Oriental tomb of C. K. Garrison, Verual
avenue; @rescent Water and Niblo’s tomb; Fire-
men's monument, Laundscupe svenue; tieorge
Btleer's monument, near Border avenue; reservolr
and fountain, Fountain Hill; the arch way of she
western enlrance; Sylvan water; Valley Water;
and Charles Morgan's granite tomb, Each of thess
places ia deserving of more than « mere casusal
glance, and some of them ure studies of beauty
which might be visited again and again without
sny failure in delight.

We propose to take the reader on a brief and
rapid tour throogh {bis cemetery, iuvitiog his
attention to only the more salient features, On
entering the northern eutrance, built of Nova
Beotia sandstone, the first path in which you
perceive & monument of any note is Syeamore
avepue, where & noble strocture crected to the
memory of Dixon H. Lewis, for many yearsa
representative in Congress from Alabama, meets
the eye. Immediately opposite is the monu,
ment of the benevolent John B, Grabham, ani
pbeyond and below Is Arbor Water, the sweetest
of all the sweet lukelets within the cemetery.
The large gencral Receiviog Tomb 1s just in
plght, and hers the funeral services are por-
formed whenever the weather is unfavorable,
The number of funerals in Greenwood average
gevenicen per day. The eceiving Tomb was
filled with vaulted apartments, aud the apart-

ments are filled with cells made wair-
tight aad hermetionlly sealed  when
ooutainiug coflins, These cells ure three

huudred and sixty-one in number, Ou the steep
bluff, up which Sycamore avenue extends, stands
Bamuel Browne's obelick of dark polished gra-
pite. Here you enter Bayside avenoe sad fnally
Bayside Dell,lived on its oater circle with vaules,
Here the statue of De Witt @linton holds a con-
splonous pusition, although perbaps the great
Frie Oanal which he origiualed is & prouder
tribute to bis memory than any monument or
statue that could be raised. Toe coss of this
statwe and the sccompanying tablets, illastrat.
Ing the progress aud compleiion of the canal, is
estimated at $15,000, a part of which was de-
frayed by private subscription. From Bayside
Dell you pass into Battle avenus, and en

counter the grianite bouse of Jobn An-
derson, an imitation of what the very well in

formed gentleman who yesterdsy sccompanied
me in my tour told me is calied the lonic amphi
prostyle temple. Its costis $25,000; it is made
of immense masses of Quincy stone, which will
last as long as the Egyptian pyramids. At the
top of Battle Hill, so euslled in memory of the
carnage which characlerized the batie of
Brooklyn near Gowanus Bay, August 37, 1776,
the loftiest summit of Greenwood 1s attained,
From this point the sunny slopes of Biaten
Island, snd the pretty little harbor of Gowanus,
are discerned, and & bird%s-eye view is obtulued
of tbe wonderful city of New York., XNear to
this place anud on Battle avenue is the beasutiful
glatue of & school-boy, entitled **Our Fred)
and carved with an exquisite imitation of the
perfect lines aud curves of nature,

At the junction of Atlantic with Battls ave-
pue stands the celebrated work in muarble in
Mr. O, Griffith’s lot. The work represents Mr,
Griffith just leaving his house, coat on arm,
bound for ome of the Sixth avenue borse cars,
whilst his wife stands at the door bidding him
qarewell, Passing from Atlantic to Highland
avenue ten lowly graves are encountered, ouly
ene of which is designated by a headstone. In
1860 the ten who lie buried there, haviog lost
thelr livesin the war with Mexlco, were broaght
bither and buried with & pomp and state that
geemed to promise them o more splendid com-
memoration than that of the wooden boards
that mark their graves, The names ot the nine
who had no marble tablets above their hends
are Colonel Charles Baxier, Captain Barclay,
Capiain Pearson, aud Licotenants Chaodler
Gallagher, Klelne, Floyd, Boyle, and Forbes,
I have since learned, however, that the remains
of Caplain Pearson aud Licotenant Chandler
have been removed luto private-lots, and their
places filled by members of the regiment who
bhave since died.

At the interseclion of Greenbongh and
Highland avenues stands one of the richest and

most expenslve monuments in all the Cemetery,
that erected 1o the memory of Charlotie Canda,
who, on the evenlong of her sixtecnth birthday
as she was relurning from o fele given i her
honor, was \krown from her carriage, in which

the was being drives, and was almost Instastly
killed. The monument ls exosedingly olaborate,
avd is adorned with every device with whioh
affectlon and memory render more polgnant
thelr aflliotion 1n seeking o allaviate it
Retarning to Atlantic avenue, and prooeeding
westward almost to the outward extremity of
the grounds, the visitor finds himself in the prn-
sive locality of the Hill of Graves, the largest
of the few tracts of ground whioh have been
sct apart for the use ol those who apply, not
for lota, but for graves only, Of sll Greenwood,
this is, perhaps, the least sristocratic and at-
tructive quarter. The heaps of low, regular
gravesa are unshaded, undecorated, and nnpro-
tected, and the majority of those who visit them
are drawn not by the beanty of the scene, bat
by personnl sssoclations connecting them with
some humbole but beloved friend or relative who
bus fouud upon the HIll 0 Graves his last soli-
tary resting-place smong strangers,
Immediately upon the lett of the HI of
Graves lies the BSoldiers' Lo, appropriated by
the Directors of Greenwood, in 1862, for the
gratuitous interment of suoch New York soldiers
as should die in their couutry’s service during
the war then ragicg. Not vory far from this, in
Dell Avenue, stands the monument, entitled the
Historic Muso, erected to the memory of Dr.
samuel Latham Mitohell, the savant and sen-
ator. Entering successively Southwood and
Oakwood Avenues, you come aoross the lot pur-
chased by Henry Ward Beecher as his lnst
resting-place, and long may it be ere he reposes
there, Returning to Atlantic Avenue, the
tired and wandering eye rests upom the con-
spicunous mouument of Stephen Whitney, a
magnificeut chapel bailt of bluestone and filled
with windows of pictured glass,  ear the Cor-
nell tomb, which stands opon the beaatifally
rounded hill at this point is reared the granite
monument which indloates the resting-place of
David Ha'e, the founder of the New York Jour-
nal of Commerce. Upon Aurora Path, too, lead-
ing out of Atlantic avenue, stands s neat, plain
sandstone oross above the romains of Dadley A,
Tyng, eldest son of the Rev. HBtephen H. Tyng;
sod, at lepgth, after wandering through a net-
work of small avenues, the visitor comes all at
onoe upon the Catacombs, consisting of thirty
tupks opening into & single vaulted area. Ooe
of these belongs to the family of Genaral Win-
field Scott, In Woodland avenue, 4
eingle gravestone I8 inscribed with the
vame of Dr, Willlam Adams, aged one hundred
years, and of his grandchild, aged one day. In
Dale avemue stands the lot purchased by Mr.
Hoe, inventor of those lightning presses which
flash news from the compositors’ room to thes
public’s ear g0 quickly. One of the most de-
lightful spots in all Greenwood, however, is
Crescent Water, opposite to whieh is the last
resting-place which the man who gave his name
to Niblos Garden erected for himssll, Mr,
Niblo, by-the-by, supplied Greenwood with a
number of gold-fish, from which have sprung
the millions which the various waters of the
cemetery probably contain, Talip Hill, imme-
diutely above Crescens Dell, is cresied with a
monument erected by the New York Fire De.
partment, iu memory of those who had perished
in their heroic exertions amid the Aawes,
But 1t 18 not 1o one columu or two eolumns or
elx columns ot a newspaper, that justiee cau be

done to the manifold beauties o1 Greenwood,

sud I close my crsmmed wote-book with a sigh
that s0 much pencil-writing should have Deﬁn

expended of which it 1s 1mipossible to make use
in the brief space of & newspuper letter, TLet
me glve & few slatistics that I have gleaved,
however, as to the nonosl siatistica of Green-
wood—For the three years preceding that of
1868, the number of burials wveraged Lwenty per
asy. This year tuey huve averazed only seven-
teen per day, The eobire number of interments
is a Nule over 132,000, The permanent improv-
img fund smounts to uvearly $450,000, and the
deialls of expenditare, Incloaiog sularies,
smwonnted to nearly nioeteen thousand dol-
lars,
Yet baving visited all these monuments,
erected in miemory of the distinguisoed snd the
wealthy, I conid not leave Greenwoed without
vigiline the gruve of one who, not ten years
a0, was the tieme ol more pnewspaper para-
graphs tbau any other opne woman that ever
exisled. In ber day she had travelled over
thousands of leacues of land and walter, east
and west and north and souih, in wost of the
habitable parts of the globe, and wherever she
went notoriety preceded ber. As a child we
hear of her in Hinaostan, borue along 1o a litter
by the pavives who sing oue of their lulling
idiomatic songs, Preity soon she makes her
debut at & London thestre, and 15 hissed by the
immaculate gentlvmen who occupy the “omni-
bus” box, and who inform Mansger Lumley in
privi‘e that he reanlly mus! engage no women as
danseuses except those of first-class virtue, Then
ehe is Leuxd of at the Porte dawnt Martin, slip-
ping the sandal from her foos In a fit of indigna-
tiou st the manifest displessure of the house,
and filngine 1t with immense scorn into the
middle of the orchestra stulls, Then she becomes
the mistress of & Paris editor, Dujarrier by name,
who is killed in & duel; and at length passing
over into Bavaria she captivates the heurt of the
effete Louis, who go Istely yielded up the ghost,
i~ ereated Conntess of {.nmdsreldt. pud takes
precedence of the poble ladies who have been
bred up in 8 court, Forced to escape in disgmse
w0 uvoid the indignation ol the populace, sue
visits Australis and Californis, apd fGods s mint
ot gold in the lectures writien for her, and de-
livered by herself in the United States, That brief
success is the last leaf of the dying flume. Poor
in health, forsuken by lovers and admirers,
svflering from a life's improvidence, she accepls
the dreadiul charity doled out to her by carlly
iriends, who wish bher off their hauds, and,
suflering the sgonies of a harsbly-used para-
iytic, rememberiug former splendors, and cou-
scious of her present miserable state, she at
length breathes her last, alter months of penni-
leesness, ill-usaege, and semi-starvation in a
dark and miserable room in an obscure New
York street. Bo ends the career of Eliza Gil-
bert, or Lola Montez, call her which you wili,
the Adah I¢uacs Menken of two lustres ago, the
mo-t britiant loretti of the generation that hns
just e'apsed, No stooe or enclosure marks the
pot where she rests, just beyond Crescent
Water: and few indeed are Lhey who know, or
even « are to ask, where lie the remains of the
once brilliant misiress of the King of Bavuria.
